W hat is definitely 
known 
of 
A udubon’s 
life—his 
pam pered 
childhood; his deep and abiding 
love of his wife, Lucy; his poverty 
and business 
failures,

final farm and fortune—has 
all 
the elements of popular 
fiction. 
B ut w hat is not known of his life 
— his birth and young boyhood— 
has the fine flavor of a great his­ 
torical mystery, rivaling that of 
the Man in the Iron Mask; and 
like that of the unknow n prisoner 
of the Bastille, it is 
a 
m ystery 
that has roots in the court of the 
French Capets. 
• 
Audubon realized there 
was a j 
m ystery 
surrounding 
his 
b i r t h ' 
but maintained that he was born 
at Mandeville, in the then S pan­ 
ish province of Louisiana. 
He in­ 
sisted publicly that his father was 
Capt. Jean Audubon, a 
French 
naval officer and 
West 
Indian 
plantation ow ner; 
but, 
of 
his 
mother, he sometimes said 
that 
she was “ a lady of Spanish e x ­ 
traction” and again th a t she was 
“a Creole de 
Saint 
Domingue,” 
th a t is, a descendant of the 
o r­ 
iginal French settlers of the isle 
of Santo Domingo, 
now 
called 
Haiti. 
In private papers never 
m ade public the naturalist 
that 


was not until he definitely adopt 
ed America as his home, following 
his m arriage to 
Lucy Bakewell, 
that he signed himself as 
John 
Jam es Audubon by 
which 
the 
world knows him today. 
For sev­ 
eral years after his adoption he 
continued to be called Fougere— 
or F ern — which may have 
been 
either a pet nam e or may 
have 
represented some family connec­ 
tion. 
T hen he was known as La 
Foret, by which fanciful nam e he 
was always know n to 
his 
wife. 
When about 16 his nam e is given 
in baptismal records as Jean J a c ­ 
ques and in Captain 
A udubon’s 
will he is called Jean Rabin. 
Captain Audubon had 
led 
an 
adventurous life. 
He worked his 
way up from the ranks to com ­ 
m and of a French warship, fought 
in the American Revolution, then 
retired to a plantation in 
Santo 
Domingo w here 
he 
am assed 
a 
considerable 
fortune 
through 
trade in sugar and slaves. 
There 
are docum ents which show 
that 
during the captain’s sojourn 
on 
the island a son was born 
to 
a 
hysterious “Mademoiselle R abin” 
for whom the old sea dog evident 
ly left a certain responsibility, for 
nor doctor bills w ere sent to him 
The date of this child’s birth 
h 
recorded as Aoril 26, 1785. 
Longing for 
France, 
Captain 
A udubon left Santo Domingo 
in 
1789 for Nantes, in the province 
of La Vindee. w here he had been 
b am and w here lived the wife he 
had left behind m any years prev­ 
iously. 
He 
m ade 
a 
leisurely, 
roundabout trip. 
It has been im- 
posible to trace his 
movements, 
but it is believed that he went by 
way of New Orleans. 
Apparently 
he was known 
there 
and 
had 
visited in Louisiana 
more 
than 
once. 
When he arrived in France 
he found the revolution 
in 
full 
swing, the Bastille had fallen to 
the Parisian mob, and the king 
and queen with the royal children 
were in Paris. 
Captain 
Audubon 
prom ptly 
joined the revolutionary national 
Captain Audubon 
was 
not 
his J guard, which was the 
expedient 


thing to do. 
However, during his 
naval career he had made 
many 
close friends who w ere 
in 
the 
royalist party, and it 
is 
highly 
possible that he 
retained 
deep 
royalist allegiances. 
The fate of the scions of many 
an ancient famliy became a 
m y­ 
stery during the bloody days that 
followed, but the fate of no one 
was more mysterious than that of 
the Dauphin, the son 
of 
Marie 
A ntoinette and Louis XVI, after 
his 
father’s 
execution. 
Rumor 
ran that the boy bod been sm ug­ 
gled out of the Temple, where he 
had been imprisoned in 1792. and 
was hidden— in America, in Eng­ 
land, perhaps even in France. 
Historians today generally 
are 
well agreed that the D auphin did 
escape from prison and 
anothei 
child left in his place. 
Even the 
nam es of 
the 
substitutes 
arc 
known. 
M any 
persons 
plotted 
the release of the boy king, among 
them being Josephine 
B eauhar- 
nais, later to be the em press 
of 
Napoleon. Lady Charlotte Atkyns, 
an 
English 
actress 
and 
close 
friend of Marie Antoinette, 
a r­ 
ranged the substitution 
of 
one 
child for the prisoner in the Tem ­ 
ple, only to find that 
the 
child 
delivered to her was a deaf mute 
who had been substituted for the 
royal prisoner who already 
had 
been freed. 
The royal 
family 
apparently 
knew of the D auphin’s escape for 
during the Restoration its 
m em ­ 
bers, especially 
the 
Comte 
de 
Chambord, m ade no 
attem pt 
to 
defend suits brought against them 
by various 
pretenders. 
At 
no 
tim e did the Comte de 
Provence, 
after his accession as Louis XVIII. 
m ake any attem pt to investigate 
such claims, but usually prescrib­ 
ed a course in penology for the 
claimant. 
At the 
tim e 
of 
the 
substitution it is possible that the 
revolutionary governors suspected 
it but preferred to allow it to pass 
unnoticed. The hidden child could 
do them little harm , but had they 
taken cognizance of the escape it 
might have proved em barrassing. 
There seems to have been little 
originality in the various 
plans 
made for the D auphin’s 
escape. 
All arranged for a substitue, and 
nearly all m ade the province 
of 
La Vendee the first hiding 
place 
for the king. 
W hat is known ot 
the plans is vague after that, their 
sponsors apparently having 
been 
undecided as to further moves. 
Sf meone known, but 
not 
ton 
well, to the 
revolutionists, 
ap ­ 
parently one of that party 
with 
hidden royalist sym pathies 
and 
ties, was needed 
to 
keep 
the 
young king. Such a m an was Jean 
Audubon. 
It is 
not 
impossible 
th a t 
arrangem ents 
w ere 
made 
with him to hide the boy, giving 
out his history as that of the child 
born to 
“ Mademoiselle 
Rabin,” 
whose age varied 
only 
a 
few 
weeks from that of the king. 
All of course is supposition, the 
tru th having died with Audubon, 
| if he knew it; but certain facts 
give it credence. 
The dates fit. 
T hen it is not known that Captain 
Audubon was accompanied by a 
boy when he landed in 
France. 
T he child born to “Mademoiselle 
R abin” might have died while the 
captain’s son, why did the 
cap ­ 
tain wait for three years after re ­ 
turning to France to adopt 
him?

HEN your reception of a radio 
program

clicks, sputters or a sound like a 
heavy ash can being dragged over 
the cellar floor, there Is an excel* 
lent chance that It Is due to Inter* 
ference by any one of a number of 
electrical devices In or near your 
home. Familiarity with the charac* 
terlstlc sounds caused by various 
devices will often make It a simple 
matter to locate and eliminate the 
ource of the trouble. 
Loose 
connections 
of 
reading 
lrrnps or light bulbs may cause a 
series of annoying clicks. Clicking 
can also be caused by a nearby, 
flashing electric sign or even by 
dialing or jiggling the hook of the 
telephone Heating pads and ther­ 
mostatic devices such as automatic 
electric irons and the heater for the 
tropical fish aquarium sometimes 
produce both clicks and roaring 
sounds 
When the oil heater starts up It 
may be responsible for an Intense 
rasping sound in the radio until the 
oil Ignites. The starting of the re­ 
frigerator. or the operation of the 
washing machine, vacuum cleaner 
or drink mixer, may be the source 
of an intense, high*pitch rasping. 
Operation of an X-ray machine may 
cause similar trouble. 
The frequent presence of unwel­ 
come noises during a program is, of 
course, a sign that the installation 
of the radio needs checking 
An 
efficient antenna with a noise re­ 
ducing lead-in, and the use of a line 
filteit between the radio a n f'th e 
power main may both be required. 
In cases of this kind it Is best to 
consult a service technician.

America, would surely have left 
an indelible impression on a 6- 
year-old boy whose m emory and 
power of observation became not­ 
iceable a few years later. 
P e r­ 
haps he rem em bered a few years 
later. 
Perhaps he 
rem em bered,

pleasant scenes, and had been in­ 
structed to forget them.

given the nam e of Rabin was 
in 
Captain A udubon’s will made af­ 
ter the Restoration. 
If the n a tu r­ 
alist was the child of the m yster­ 
ious mademoiselle, why did 
he 
not have m ore knowledge of his 
mother? The captain surely would j 
have spoken of h er to the boy, 
for between them existed a deep

preciation. 
Why was her nam e 
omitted on the adoption papers? 
It is rath er unlikely that a fisher­ 
man, for such was the captain’s 
humole beginning, and a woman

If the cap­ 
tain was the boy’s father, how did 
the latter escape any of the usual 
inheritance of traits? 
Portraits of A udubon

He was tall 
and 
slender. 
Captain A udubon

At the death of their young- 
er son, eleven years after the na- \ 
turalist’s own death, Mrs. A udu- j 
bon exclaim ed, “Oh, my son, my I 
son! 
To think th at you 
should,j 
have died w ithout 
know ing

secret of your fath e r’s early life!” J 
When questioned Mrs. 
A udubon, 
always refused to give any 
e x ­ 
planation of h er rem ark, 
saying 
that it was m erely an expression 
m ade in tim e of stress and shock. 
In the last four years of A udu­ 
bon’s life his once brilliant mind 
failed. 
Any son of Marie Antoin­ 
ette might expect the H apsburg 
heritage of insanity.—K. C. Times.
